The radio said the para 
ers surrendered on all fronts 
after resisting weakly in minor 
clashes. It claimed the para- 
troopers had been disarmed. 

The situation was 
calm again in the city Saturday 
afternoon. 

Some 20 to 30 sokiiers and 
civilians died during the e¢x- 
change of fire between the in 
surgents and palace defenders. 
or | Many more were repo 
wounded. 

The radio broadcast numerous 
messages to troops and police 
forces by their respective chiefs, 
calling on the security and po- 
lice force members, air force, 
presidential guards and all 
army units to awed to their 
former positions remain 
calm. 

A full assessment of the re- 
sults and consequences of the 
military revolt was not immedi- 
ately feasible. Political groups 
and large crowds of demonstra- 
tors had supported the insur- 
gents during the brief uprising.

WASHINGTON (AP) — US. 
Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon’s press secretary and 
campaign manager said Friday 
Nixon does not intend to dis- 
pute John F. Kennedy's elec- 
tion to the U.S. presidency. 

Their declarations, to a news 
conference, ran contrary to 
earlier word from an aide to the 
Republican National Committee 
that Nixon and . Republican 
chairman Thruston B, Morton 
had jointly approved.a decision 
that could lead to possible vote 
recounts in 11 states. 

Herbert G. Klein, Nixon's 
|press secretary, said: 

“The Vice esident ran the 
race and accepts the decision of 
the voters. The decision made 
on Tuesday stands.” 

Morton asked Republican 
leaders in 11 states to recheck 
the vote in their areas for pos- 
sible error or fraud with a view 
to possible entering of recount 
demands, 

Robert Finch, Nixon’s cam- 
paign manager, said he thought 
little could come of the maneu- 
ver. He said it could throw 
the. outcome into the hands of 
uncommitted electors or into 
the U.S. House, which is in the 
hands of Democrats, 

Finch added: “Any hopes Wwe 
have that the national result 
will be overturned by local ac- 
tion in the states is very 
slight.” 

Nixon ‘was asked about the 
national committee action upon 
his arrival at Miami, Fia., for a 
rest. He said he Knew nothing 
about any committee plans to 
start legal action that might 
lead to recounts.

Late Friday night a terrorist 
tossed a powerful bomb from a 
car at the main gate of the resi- 
dence of Delegate-General Paul 
De Louvrier. : 

The bomb caused only super- 
ficial damage to the residence, 
but it was a potent symbol of 
defiance because the delegate- 
general is De Gaulle’s direct rep- 
resentative in Algeria. 

It was the fourth terror 
bombing in Algiers in 24 hours 
and the second bomb attack on 
the delegate-general's residence 
in six weeks. 

Saturday Algiers resumed its 
normal life as workmen swept 
the street clean of the rocks, 
crates, tree branches and other 
debris used by rioters in nine 
hours of clashes with security 
forces. 

Acting U.S. Consul General 
Richard C. Johnson was not in 
the building when the attack 
occurred but arrived later. He 
protested immediately to French 
authorities. No Americans 
were reported hurt. 

The demonstrators wrecked 
furniture. and phonograph rec- 
ords, destroyed books and pam- 
phiets and made off with any 
movable U.S. property they 
could. Virtually nothing was 
left except the gray-and-white 
painted walls and a movie 
theater in the center of the 
building. 

The youths smashed the glass 
in windows and doors, ripped 
books and magazines into 
shreds. They smashed tables 
and used the legs to- wreak 
more damage. Pictures, posters 
and decorations were ripped 
from the walls and smashed. 
The steel shelves of bookcases 
were twisted and bent. 

It was the second time in re- 
cent years the office Kas been 
attacked. It was badly damag- 
ed during the rioting of May 13, 
1958, which ultimately ousted 
the Fourth Republic * and 
brought De Gaulle to power. 
There was no explanation for 
the venom of the attack al- 
though USIA offices have often 
been the target for angry mobs 
in Africa and the Middle East 
in recent years. 

Friday's attack on the U.S. In- 
formation Agency building came 
after security guards and gen- 
darmes had crushed the anti-De 
Gaulle rebellion.

Oppose Eda’s Stand 
as “Unrealistic™= 


An active and’ “gome- 
what excited debate on the 
question of neutralism for 
Japan featured the TV 
and radio forum among 
the three party heads held 
at a Japan Broadcasting 
Corporation (NHK) televi- 
sion studio last night. 

The debate, the first-of. its 
kind ever held during a Japa- 
nese election campaign, lasted 
one and a half hours from 7:30 
p-m. with commentator Kichizo 
Karashima acting as moderator. 

Participating in the discus- 
sions, which were televised 
simultaneously by NHK and 
Fuji TV and later broadcast 
over the nation’s other televi- 
sion TV stations and radio net- 
works, were Prime Minister 
Hayato Ikeda, president of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party;.Sabu- 
ro Eda, acting chairman Of the 
Japan Socialist Party, and Sue- 
hiro Nishio, chairman of the 
Democratic Socialist Party. 

Questioned regarding “defen- 
seless neutralism,” Ikeda said he 
understood that advocates of 
such a policy wanted the coun- 
try hot to become involved in 
{war but said he believed that 
the Japan-U.S. Security Treaty 
was the “most appropriate 
means” of maintaihing Japan's 
security. 


Ikeda pointed out that the 
treaty is based on the principle 
of collective security recognized 
by the United Nations Charter. 

Countering Ikeda’s argument, 
Eda stressed that all the nations 
of the world, whether of the 
Free World or Communist bloc, 
should work together to ease 
world tension. 


Such efforts must and@’tan be 
made, Eda said, judging from 
Democrat John . Kennedy's 
victory in the U.S. presidential 
election and from developments 
at the Communist “summit 
meeting” in Moscow. 


Eda argued that the bnly way 
to save the world froma devas- 
tating war is to increase the in- 
fluence of those powers who 
take a neutral position with an 
earnest desire to prevent an- 
other war. 


But Nishio, taking issue with 
Eda, blasted the policy of neu- 
tralism as being “unrealistic.” — 
He said he did not think that 
such a policy will work in the 
present grim and complex world 
situation. 


Nishio then said that Japan 
should decide its attitude of its 
own volition on what ee called 
a “case-by-case basis.”

The Castro-controlled Federa- 
tion of University Students, 
which controls operation of 
Havana University, immediate- 
ly invited the expelled Villanue- 
va students to enrol! at Havana. 

Father Eduardo Boza Masvi- 
dal, rector of Villanueva and 
also one of the first Cuban 
priests to raise his voice against 
the Castro regime—at the time 
of the Castro mass executions 
in early 1959—signed the ex- 
pulsion notices. 

University sources said the 
students were expelled partly 
because they were serving as 
informers for Castro officials 
and were attempting to stir up 
violence within the university.

Studies by 
Japan Lauded 


Japanese studies and techno- 
logy concerning weather fore. | 
casting by numerical values | 
were lauded during the six-day | 
international symposium on the | 
subject ended here yesterday. | 

The 12-nation meeting held at | 
the Japan Toshi Center was at- | 
tended by 150 foreign meteoro- | 
logists and a large number of | 
Japanese scientists. The foreign 
delegates included Prof. J. G. 
Charney of the Massachusetts | 
Institute of Technology, the ori- 
ginator of the numerical value 
method for weather forecasting, 
and Dr. Bert Bolin, director of 
the International Meteorological 
Research Institute at Stockholm. 
Japan is among the five nations 
already using the method for 
practical weather service. 

Shigekata Shono, managing 
director of the Japan Meteoro- 
logical Society, said the sym- 
posium resulted in  interna- 
tional recognition of the Japa- 
nese researches and knowhow 
concerning the method as of the 
highest world standard. 

He cited a report made by 
Michiyo Yanai of the Tokyo 
University graduate school on 
his mathematical analysis of 
data concerning the spawning 
of typhoons during June last 
year. Yanai'’s report won high 
praise of all present, he added. 

The participants agreed to 
promote interchange of re- 
search data and various other 
forms of cooperation among 
their nations. 


Microwave Tests 
To Begin Nov. 25 


A two-year microwave beam- 
ing test between the Radio 
Wave Research Institute in 
Kokubunji, Tokyo, and the Sen- 
dai Experimental Station in 
Miyagi Prefecture will begin

The test is to find how well 
microwaves travel without re- 
laying stations. 

It Was discovered recently, 
that microwaves like ordinary 
radia waves, bounce off the 
ionosphere or the troposphere.

Weddings—Eastern Fashion

Three mock wedding cere- 
monies—those of Indonesia, 
China and India—accompanied 
by explanations highlighted the 
Tokyo Women’s Club November 
meeting held at the American 
Club Monday afternoon.

Mrs. Marjoenai explained that 
weddings in Indonesia are ex- 
pensive and take a long time 
for preparation among peaple 
of high caste. 


Salinese Bride 

Clad in gay brocade Balinese 
dress four bridesmaids entered 
the makeshift wedding hall, 
holding high flower-decked sil- 
ver plates, two of which were 
filed with flowers and the 
other two with holy water.

According to Mrs. Lin, wed- 
ding ceremonies have become 
simplified since 1911 when the 
Republic of China was founded, 
by adapting the Western style.

ago. “Girls In the olden days 
were forbidden to travel freely 
or to associate with the op- 
posite sex,” she said “therefore, 
the arrangement for a betrothal 
was made by the match- 
makers.”

Groom's Attire 

Though the groom did not 
appear on the stage Mrs. Lin 
told the audience that the 
groom usually wore a. formal! 
hat shaped like a pill-box with 
a red stone attached with red 
tassels on top of the hat. The 
groom's gown of ankle length 
dark blue satin had clover 
sleeves which hid his hands. 
A deep purple tunic, a little 
shorter than the gown was 
worn. A string of round amber 
beads about four feet long and 
a pair of high heel black satin 
shoes completed the groom's 
outfit. Thus clad he went to 
the home of his bride on horse- 
back, accompanied by § the 
matchmaker.

“When the ceremony is over 
the bride is led to the bridal 
chamber to sit on the edge of 
the bed and the groom sits by 
her side,” Mrs. Lin explained.

“The most important thing 
about the Hindu ceremony is 
that it is witnessed by Agni, 
god of fire,” continued Mrs. 
Banerjee. A fire is made and 
continuously fed with pieces of 
wood during the ceremony. 
The bride whose face is half or 
fully velied, sits by the side of 
the groom. The bride’s father 
who is to give his daughter 
away sits opposite the bride and 
groom and the priest and his 
assistants sit beside the father.

In the evening a big feast is 
held in honor of the bride and 
for the occasion she must ap- 
pear decked in her best with 
the jewels given her by her 
parents and parents-in-law. 


Before going to bed the new- 
ly-weds sit together in the 
bridal chamber decorated with 
scented flowers and feed each 
other sweets and fruits while 
the brothers, sisters and friends 
of the groom make gay in their 
effort to help the newly-weds 
get acquainted and get over 
their shyness. 


After 10 days or so the couple 
visits the bride’s home for a 
short while and returns to their 
new home where the young 
wife will assume wifely duties.

Iwao Fujita of Japan, the new 
chairman, said at a press con- 
ference that whether Japan will 
ask for a change in the line at 
the next annual meeting, in To- 
kyo next year, would depend on 
scientific reports received dur- 
ing the year and the requested 
interpretation of the treaty. 

Milton E. Brooding of the 
United States said it was clear 
from scientific evidence that 
salmon and halibut stocks of 
North American origin were be- 
ing fully utilized and that un- 
der terms of the treaty they 
should be banned to the Japa- 
nese fishery. 

It was reported that Japan 
did not agree. 

On the Bristol Bay fishery, he 
said, scientists from the three

Mitsubishi,

The Seibu Department Store 
Co. of Tokyo has embarked up- 
on an aerial survey enterprise 
in cooperation with Mitsubishi 
Shoji Kaisha, a big trader.

Seizo Tsutsumi, president of 
the Seibu concern, will concur- 
reritly head the new company, 
whose starting capital of ¥50 
million will consist of a ¥30 
million investment by Seibu 
and ¥20 million sum extended 
by Mitsubishi. 

About ¥60 million worth of 
aerial cameras and charting 
equipment have been ordered 
from Switzerland and a 1,500- 
square meter land tract for a 
heliport is already under con- 
struction at Tokorozawa, Sai- 
tama Prefecture, for the new 
enterprise. 

To be opened next April, the 
new aerial survey service will 
use helicopters chartered from 
Asahi Helicopter at the outset, 
but will buy its own, twin-en- 
gine planes for its operations in 
the future. 

According to Tsutsumi, the 
new company will cooperate in 
the Construction Ministry’s five- 
year plan to produce a new 
topographical map of Japan, 
starting mext year,

JAERI Again Delays 
Research Reactor Test 


MITO, Ibaraki Prefecture 
(Kyodo) — The Japan Atomic 
Energy Research Institute at 
Tokai-mura has again  post- 
phoned the date for the 1,000- 
kilowatt thermal power devel- 
opment test for its No. 2 re 
search reactor. 

The test for the new 10,000- 
kilowatt CP-5 reactor, which 
was kindled Oct. 1, was original- 
ly scheduled to be held in De- 
cember. It was put off until 
January recently because the 
uranium fuel proved of inferior 
quality and now is scheduled 
to be held Feb. 15. 


The second postponement was 
decided on after JAERI recent- 
ly received a note from the 
American Machine and Foundry 
Co., maker of the reactor, claim- 


ing that it would be difficult to 


conduct the test by using the 
presently supplied fuel. 


The American maker said the 
2 per cent enriched ufanium 
fuel bars, processed by the Me- 
tal and Control Co., is not up 
to standards and, if the test was 
conducted, an untoward acci- 
dent might occur. 

JAERI plunged into talks 
with the Government imm 
ately and decided to postpone 
the test again until next Feb. 
15. It is said that Japan must 
revise the fuel processing con- 
tract with Metal and Control 
and repair part of the reactor. 

Dr. Seishi Kikuchi, JAERI 
managing director, said he did 
not believe the American com- 
pany’s notice would exert any 
serious effect on the operation 
of the new reactor.

The individual’s respon- 
sibility to the community, as in keeping public places clean, 
will not likely be fulfilled by rationalistic appeals, of which 
there have been a plenty over the past few years. This 
abstract concept, must be brought down to earth if we 
are ever to adjust ourselves to the stresses and strains 
created by overpopulation and technological revolutions. 

As one index to the rising Japanese standard of liv- 
ing, we may take the per capita daily volume of rubbish. 
Since the end of the war this has risen from 300 to 
500 grams, and it is still rising. 


People are buying more

One reason is that the things we buy today come in such 
profuse packaging. This has created a serious disposal 
problem, which is only aggravated by indiscriminate litter-

So it is one thing to reeducate the public to make our 
cities cleaner, but the municipal governments must also 
get busy and provide a better rubbish disposal system. 


Japan is a small country, and its cities are crowded. 


Where is all this trash and garbage to be put?

days people simply dug a hole in the yard for the garbage

Much as we would like to regard

outdated, the fact that they are still very common, even 
in the heart of our big cities, points up:a grave lag in 


our progress.

We can ill afford these health and fire 


Our cities must first build incinerators, enough to take 
of all the waste. At present only some 22 per cent 
of the refuse in big cities is incinerated, which is the 
quickest and cleanest way of getting rid of the stuff. 
Burial and open dumping may be cheaper but can hardly 
be condoned from the hygienic standpoint. 
‘Then comes the problem of collection. Mr. Liebman 
Suggests that garbage and trash be collected together, 
which is perfectly logical as long as it is all going to be

Kennedy's Victory Hailed as Boost to Their Brand of Neutralism

It is surprising to note that 
the U.S. President-elect, John 
F. Kennedy, has won the most 
ardent support of the Japan So- 
cialist Party and other left-wing 
groups in thig country. 

Japan is now deep in a bitter- 
ly contested election of her 
own. And the support may 
have been designed to influence 
the forthcoming voting. 

The Socialists hailed Ken- 
nedy’s victory as a boost for 
7 neutralism they hope to sell. 

ey are trying to impress the 
Japanese voters that the Unit- 
ed States will welcome the neu- 
tralization of this country 
under .a Democratic Admitis- 
‘tration. “American policy will 
become more flexible,” they pre- 
dict, “with Kennedy adopting 
greater freedom of action than 
the Republican regime.” : 

The acting Socialist chairman, 
Saburo Eda, declared that the 
victory of the Democratic Par- 
ty in the United States was a 
rejection of the foreign policy 
inaugurated by the late Secre- 
tary of States John Foster Dul- 
les. “It meant an end to his 
power diplomacy,” he stated. 

He called on the United 
States to withdraw its military 
forces from Japan, and immedi- 
ately establish diplomatic ties 
with Red China, urging it to 
“pursue a brave policy” by re- 
treating from “position of pow- 
er and military strength.” 

The election of John F. Ken- 
nedy to the United States Presi- 
dency, thus, means to the Japa- 
nese Socialists a rejuvenation of 
— policy—a move to the 

They apparently regard the 
United States Democratic Par- 
ty almost as far to the left as 
themselves, and feel it is going 
to work closely with them in 
the years to come. 


New Frontier 


It is true, indeed, that Ken- 
nedy indicated he would chart 
a new frontier for American 
foreign policy in the Far East. 

Especially, he has called em- 

tically for a reassessment of 
nited States policy toward 
Communist China. “We must 
reassess a China policy,” he 
stated in a June 16 speech on 
Senate floor, “which has 
failed dismally to move toward 
its principal objective of weak- 
ening Communist rule in the 
mainiand. It was a policy that 
has failed to prevent a steady 
growth in Communist strength. 
It has been a policy which of- 
fers no real solution to the 
problem of a militant China.” 

And Kennedy actually has 
spelled out some of the pro- 
grams he would wish estab- 
lished. During the recent televi 
sion debates with Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon, he sug- 
gested it would be wiser “to 
persuade the Chinese National- 
ists to evacuate all military 
personnel and any civilians who 
wish to go—now we would not 
be seeming to yield under Com- 
munist pressure—from the con- 
nr pe Quemoy-Matsu com- 
plex.” 

To defend these indefensible 
islands, he maintained, would 
only tie the Americans’ hands, 
play into Communist hands, and 
bring the whole world closer to 
war. 


Not Abandoning Line 

Yes, he did promise to try to 
persuade President Chiang Kai- 
shek to withdraw a proportion 
of his troops from the offshore 
islands. But it must be noted 
that this was only for working 
toward establishment of what 
he considers a more realistic 
defense line down the Straits 
of Taiwan, excluding the off- 
shore islands from the area in 
which his countrymen would 
fight beside the Nationalist 
Chinese forces against a Com- 
munist invasion. 

This does not mean that the 
new Democratic Administration 
will abandon that big island in 
the West Pacific to the Chinese 
Communists. Kennedy has re- 

atedly made it clear that he 
s determined to stand by U.S. 
treaty commitments to defend 
Taiwan and the Pescadores. 

The expectation, prevailing 
among the Socialists here, for 
relaxation of the U.S. stand

against the recognition of Red 
China or its admission to the 
United Nations also appears to 
be a vain hope. 


Resisting Factors 

Kennedy has declared, it will 
be remembered, that Communist 
China should not be recognized 
by the United States nor ad- 
mitted to the United Nations 
“without a genuine change in 
her belligerent policies.” 

It is almost certain, judging 
from Kennedy's campaign state- 
ments, that the United States 
will make every possible effort 
to reduce the threat of war in 
the Straits of Taiwan. However, 
it is still far too early to ex- 
pect that these efforts will re- 
sult in any important changes 
in the U.S. policy toward the 
East. 

Kennedy will not surrender 
Taiwan in the bargain, He will 
not agree to the Communist de- 
mands that the United States 
break its defense pledge with 
Nationalist China and withdraw 
its 7th Fieet from the straits, 

We must realize that the 
United States, under a Demo- 
cratic or Republican President, 
certainly will not adopt any sort 
of policy which will benefit the 
Communists. 

An even greater difficulty, 
however, would be that the Red 
leaders in Peiping could hardly 
be persuaded to curb their 
“Hate-America” policy so as to 


enable the new Democratic 
President to alter the United 
States policy. 


Pe Reaction 

Any such attempt by the 
American leader may, we fear, 
run aground on the hard rock 
of this bitterly hostile line, 

Peiping’s reaction to the elec 
tion of Kennedy to the U5. 
Presidency came too swiftly. 
The statement of the official 
New China News Agency Thurs 
day dashed cold water on the 
faint hope we embraced that 
Peiping might adopt a more re- 
strained attitude. 

The 700-word statement had 
not the slightest suggestion that 
the Red regime in Peiping was 
prepared to seek a thaw in the 
cold war in the Far East. 

Its offensive wording was, 
indeed, in sharp contrast to the 
rather warm message of con- 
ma egg sent by the Soviet 

mier stressing his wish to 
improve “the entire internation- 
al situation.” 

It described Kennedy and his 
opponent, Richard Nixon, as 
“birds of the same feather,” as- 
serting that the former was not 
different from the latter “in

NEW YORK (AP)—Premier 
Khrushchev’s reaction to the 
U.S, Presidential election result 
is intriguing. The Soviet lead- 
er seems to want—and need— 
vindication for his own policies 
in the eyes of the Communist 
world, 

It is not unusual for the 
Head of the Soviet Government 
to congratulate the winner of a 
U.S. election. It is unusual, 
however, for him to portray the 
results as a repudiation for the 
previous Administration. 

But Khrushchev developed 
some troublesome headaches be- 
cause of his policies with re- 
gard to President Eisenhower. 
Some in the Communist world, 
notably the Red Chinese, were 
obviously angered by Khrush- 
chev’s announcement in 1959, 
during his U.S. visit, that he 
considered President Eisen- 
hower to be genuinely a man 
of peace. 

Now Khrushchev jumps at 
every opportunity to denounce 
Eisenhower as the source of a 
war policy and the man princi- 
pally responsibie for the low 
state of Soviet-American rela- 
tions, . 

The official, Communist line

For Most Votes 


But Asukata is said to be 
losing his interest in the treaty 
partly because he can seldom 
see Fujiyama for a verbal clash 
on the issue and partly because 
he is nearly certain to get 
elected. 

Asukata does want to debate 
the treaty issue with Fujiyama 
in an interparty speech meet- 
ing. A spokesman for Fujiya- 
ma’s campaign office says, how- 
ever, that Fujiyama will not 
probably appear in such a 
meeting for the last three days 
of the current election cam- 
paigns. 

Fujiyama’s campaigners, he 
Says, are trying hard to garner 
the largest number of votes 
throughout the country. for 
Fujiyama, who, they believe, is 
steadily making his way up to 
the Tory party presidency. 

In the previous’ election, 
Fujiyama gained 143,000 votes, 
the second highest score, after 
Liberal-Demooratic Elichi Ta- 
naka, who won 149,000 ballots 
in the first electorate of Tokyo, 

Fujivama himself says he ex- 
pects to get 200,000 votes this 
time. Election observers agree 
that he will garner about as 
many votes as he did in the 
previous election. 

Fujiyama, dubbed, a “pluto- 
cratic candidate,” is said to have 
spent about ¥100 million in the 
1958 general election. This 
time, too, he appears to be 
spending a tremendous sum by 
opening his election office in a 
bank building on the main 
street of Yokohama. 

In Internal Strife 

Besides fighting the Opposi- 
tion candidates, Fujiyama is 
involved in the internal strife 
of the Government party.. Par- 
strongman Ichiro Kono, 
leader of one of the rival. fac- 
tions, put up Masamoto Koba- 
yashi, a newcomer, in the 
same electorate that Fujiyama 
is running for the sole purpose 
of cutting down Fujiyama’s 
votes. Kono has no hope of 
getting Kobayashi elected to 
Office. ‘But his scheme of 
breaking down Fujiyama’s 
votes may not work as he ex- 
pects because all members of 
the Yokohama municipal coun- 
cil are boosting Fujiyama. 

As a result, it is certain that 
Fujiyama and Asukata will be 
yoted in from District No. 1 of 
Kanagawa Prefecture. The. in- 
terest then is focused here on 
the race for the two other 
seats allocated to this elec 
torate. 

The Liberal-Democratic Party 
hopes to defeat either one of 
the oldtimers Moji and Matsuo 
of the Democratic Socialist Par- 
ty. The best winning combina- 
tion, they think, is Fujiyama 
and Yoshimori Yoneda. To get 
enough votes for Yoneda, how- 
ever, some of Fujiyama’s votes 
must be diverted to him. But 
this again seems to be difficult 
because Fujiyama is bent. on 
collecting the largest number of 
votes. 

At any rate, it is safe to 
predict that Fujiyama and Asu- 
kata are sure to serve another 
term of office in the House of 
Representatives.
